The Third Weekend in Easter 

April 17 & 18, 2010 

He Is Risen! Alleluia! 

He is risen! Alleluia! The lesson in Acts presents the conversion of Saul from someone anxious to carry out 
threats against Jesus' disciples to one who is obedient and ready to do God's will. Rather than go to the city to 
take prisoners, he is going to the city to take orders from the very person he wanted to persecute. This was a 
miraculous and spectacular transformation, complete with bright lights from heaven shining down on Saul. 

Our own conversions and transformations may not involve lights flashing from heaven. Some of mine have 
been much less spectacular and have come, from of all places, the television. Some from being in nature. 
Others from music. All have been the result of prayer and waiting. Jesus will provide the insights and care we 
need as we ask for it (Ps30 1:5). They will come in His own time (Ps 30:7). 

When Jesus calls on us, He provides what we need to be successful (John 21:5, 6). What Jesus wants most 
is for us to care for one another (John 21: 15-17). Think of ways you can care for someone in your life. Perhaps 
a family member, work associate, friend or a stranger in an unexpected setting. Care doesn't have to be with a 
capital "C." Care can come as a series of little c's that can impact a person's life in ways you may not, and 
most likely won't, even realize. So don't wait for a big event. Start now with just a smile. Or be willing to just 
be present with another person going through a tough time. 

Jesus, I pray you call on us to be transformed to care for your lambs. Helps us find ways to take action.
